WASHINGTON, November 23.—The attendance 
at the Criminal Court this morning was sens- 
ibly diminished on account of the rain-storm. 
While Guiteau was taking his second breakfast 
at the City Hall he expressed dissatisraction at 
the release of Jones upon bail. When the 
court opened, Scoville made a formal request 
for the papers taken from Guiteau at the time 
of his arrest, Stating they were important evi- 
dence in thegdefense. As the prosecution had 
not needed them he could see no reason why 
they should be witheld. The District Attorney 
offered to furnish copies of the papers, but 


Scoville insisted upon his rights 
in the matter and asked for the 
original. Pending the discussion Guiteau 
insisted upon being heard and _e$ said: 


‘*I can throw light uponthis. At the time of 
my arrest I had fortyor fifty editorial slips 
showing the political situation in May and 
June last. These slips showthe action and 
one of the forces that impelled meon to the 
President. They aie very important as show- 
ing the gist of the whole matter. There were 
forty or fifty slips denouncing President Gar- 
field. It was living on such ideas as those that 
]l was finally impelled to fire on the President 
with my inspiration.’’ 

Col. Corkhill interposed again, saying, ‘‘If 
it will enable you to get through to-dayI will 
send forthem at once.’’ 

During a momentary lullinthe proceedings 
Guiteau desired to make a personal explana- 
tion. He made an expression yester 
day that ‘‘Julius’’ was too sug- 
gestive of the negro race and _i£ “(for 
that reason he had dropped it from his name. 
His prejudice was begotten twenty years ago. 
Hie meant no disrespect to any person or any 
race particularly, nor to the colored race, for 
ther were more highly thought of than the 
white race nowadays. 

SCOVILLE CONTINUED 

by reading Guiteau’s letters. Scoville read a 
letter wiitren by Guitean to his father in which 
he spoke of having gotten into 
some trouble, in which he asked for 
money. Guiteau explained the letter saving: 
‘‘One of my clients, a miserable little whelp, 
hud me arrested on account of a little differ- 
ence of twenty dollars between us. Ass990n 43 
the District Attorney’s attention was Called to 
the matter 1 was released. I never ougat to 
bhuve been arrested, butit gotinto the papers 
and did nie a good deal of harm, I had been 
in the theology business seme time, and as 
usual was outofmoney. That’s all there was 
in that.’ - 

As the reading of the letter concluded, Gui- 
tean scain interrupted, suying: ‘‘I never got 
wach from my father. He got down on ui 
becuuse 1 ljeft the Oneida Cotumunity. We 
could never, after that, azree onthat miseéra- 
ble, stinking community business. I’m mas 
every time Lthink of it. It kept me out of fel- 
lowsbip with my father uptothe time of his 
death.’’ 

SCOVILLE, RESUMING, 

alluded to Guiteau’s Cureer as a politician, 
and drew the conclusion his intellect was deé- 
ficient. This view aroused the prisoner at 
once, and he began & series of 
interruptions, protesting against Scoville’s 
cor clusions at once. When reference 
was made to his running around from one 
committee 100m to another seeking to be em- 
ployed as acampaign speaker, and his fail 

ure to obtain recogniton was mentioned, 
Guiteau shouted angrily, ‘‘It was’t because 
I had no ability; but I was not known. 
[ hud ideas but not reputation. 
fhey wanted big gunslike Gen. Grant and 
Senator Conkling; men who woul draw.’’ 
Then, in dirrect contradiction to his counsel’s 
deciaration to the jury yesterday, that Guiteau 
was a man who never wadea jokein his life, 
he looked up with an amused smile and added: 

‘*l PRESUME I'D DRAW NOW.’’ 

This provoked general laughter, which was 
promptly suppressed by the Jadge, who strug- 
vled to conceal the smile upon his own fea- 
tures. 

Fcoville continued upon the same line and 
criticised Guiteau’s speech entitled ‘‘Garfield 
vs. Hancock.’’ It was, he said, a mera jumble 
of ideas collated fromthe newspapers and fron 
the speeches or others. ao one buta crazy 
man would have imagined as Guiteau did this 
speech possessed any merit. 

Guiteau became more and more restless, and 
intbe most excited manner shown by him, 
shouted to Scoville: ‘‘1 object to your theory 
on that score, andwhen you try: to make out 
I’m a fooll’’mdownon you. I want you to 
tell the truth, but you need not try to make 
me outa fool. Ieay the Deity insvired my 
act and he willtake care of it. I want the 
truth, and that’s a)l there is about it.’’ 

Col. Cerkbil: arose to protest against the in- 
terruption of the prisoner, when Guiteau 
waved his hand patronizinugly and said: ‘‘ It's 
not necessary to make any remarks, Colonel; 
just let the matter drop.’’ 

Seoville was willing to agree toany measures 
the District Attorney might suggest to restrain 
the prisoner. 

Davidge cesired to suggest a way to prevent 
the outbreaks. He attributed them entirely to 
Seoville’s course in comrentin upon the 
evidence already submitted and his atreimpt to 
aigue trom it amental intirmity on the part oi 
the prisoner. | 

Guitean listenedintently, and striking his 
clipched fist upon the table in front of him 
enaid: ‘‘lagreeto thaf all through ani lide 
siretce thank the prosecution, every one of 
then), forthe liberal spirit they have s:rown., 
Ithimk Col. Corkhbitl made a fine Opening. 
There wasn't any bitternessin his speeci and 
Icommerdad bim for it.”’ 

Guitean continued to interject his observa 
tious upen Seoville’s theory that he ((ruiteau) 
wus deficientin intellect,and protested that he 
would not slow bis conn-sel to make himouta 
feo! After a tewiminntes Guiltean sabsaided 
ana promised the court he would keep quret. 

Scoville coneluded§ his opening without 
further interruption. At the couctusion, at 
the request of the District Attorney, the wit- 
nesses for the detense were excloded trom the 
court-room with the exception or Mrs. Sco- 
ville. The prosecution, at the requestof Mr. 
Scoville, made an exception in her case. The 
first witness for the defense, H. A. Burton, 
was then examined. 

He testified he did not think the prisoner so 
deranged as to be irresponsible. Thouacht 
him not deranged, but very badly arranged. 
There was no cross examination of this wit- 
ness. 

Hi. M. Davie, Erte, Pa., testified to his 
knowledge of the insanity of Oneot Guiteau’s 
aunts.

| LYNCHING A DESPERADO. 


How the People of Wisconsin Disposed 
ot Kd. Maxwell. : 
Durand ( Wis.) Speciaito St. Paul Press. 

At 2:15 o’clock this afternoon Ed. Maxwell, 
alias Williams, was barged in the Court- 
house yard at Durand. His examination was 
to have taken place this forenoon. He stated 
that he shoulu waive eXamination, but the 
matter was postponed until 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. ‘ihe iact that be was not at once 
sent back to Menomonce gave rise to the sus- 
picion that there was 2 mouvement to be made 
to take him away from the oflicers. From 
about noon until about 2 o’clock the people 
from the snrrvanding country cime into Du- 
rand by squvds, anu at 2o’ciock the Court- 
bouse vard und court-rcom were thronged 
with men and women. The prisoner made a 
statement confessing the shooting of the 
Coleman brothers, and what he claimed to be 
the facts counected with the affair, and as- 
serted thut he should cilafm that it was done 
in self-defeuse. Imineciatcly thereafter a 
rope was thrown over liis neck. He madea 
feeblebut momentary cifort to release him- 
self, but was instantiy puiled aown, then 
through the aisle, down the stairway to the 
ground, and dragzed to a teee afew rods 
distant and a rope tirown over a limband 
Ed. Maxwell lefu swinsing. 

It appears thatthe iynching was precon- 
certed, and if not participated in by the mass- 
es, received theirtacit consent. The widow 
of Charies Coleman aud Henry Coleman and 
his wife were preseut, 2nd witnessed the tak- 
ing of Maxweil from the custody of the law. 
When the reporter came awzy the body was 
still hanging. Sorapid were the movemeats 
of the vigilantes that death from strangula- 
tion ensued before they reached the tree. 
There is intense excitement at Durand, and 
even those who do not spprove of the sum- 
wary method by which Maxwell was put to 
death do not give cxpression to their disap- 
proval. There was, doubtless, no more har- 
dened criminalin the land,and his statements 
and manne: of makine them showed him to 
pegutterly devoid of ail mora! facalties. 

On the 10th of July iest Charles and Milton 
Coleman, Deputy svenffs of Dunn county, 
Wis., attempted to arrest Edward and Lon 
Maxwell, alizs Wiliiams, for borse-stealing in 
Henderson. county, lit. As one of the Cole- 
man brothers ultereci the words, **You are 
our prisoners,” one of the Williams boys 
fired ashot from  Ddbelind, 
Charles Coleman, whiie the other drew his 
revolyer and sho’ Milton Culeman at the 
same time. Both ‘he Deputy Sheriffs were

killed, and the desperadtoes at once took to 
the Eau Galle Woods. whic) are the wiidest 
and most.imj enetrabie forests in all Nor.h- 
western Wisconsin. ‘he news of the mur- 
derofthe two Shertfi: spread througaout 


Dunn couniy, Where the ‘“iiliams boys had 
long been a source of t-rror to the inhabi- 
tants, and the greritest cxeritement and 
indignation Was aroused, A posse of citizens 
was immediately organized, and started out 
tohunt down the fuvitives, determined to 
Ivnceh them theinstant they were caught. 
Lhe seatch was coniinued for several davs 
without sticcess, the hunters being ted by Ed- 

ard and Hlarry Coleman,two brothers of the 
murdered men. The desperadoes, however, 
hed secured a good start. andthe rocky fast- 
nesses of the thick fores‘s afforded them every 
opportunity to elude their pursuers. Old and 
trusted scouts, who Were supposed to know 
every inch oithe ground, were engaged and 
put upon the trail, the infuriated citizens fol- 
lowing intheir fooisteps. Gov. Smith de- 
clared that the murderers should be cauzht 
if it required all the resources of the State to 
effect their capture, and the Ludington 
Guards of Menomonee, a finely organized 
body of militia, were ordered out and put on 
the trail with the citizens. 

The pursuit, however, seemed all but hope- 
less. The Williams boys were tough, hardy 
men, well versed in woodcraft, excelient 
shots, and thoroughly reckless of human 
life. and they iad covered their escape so 
well that no trace of them could be found. 
They were wel! armed with Winchester 
rifles and six-shooters, and it was well 
known that, even shouid they be found, they 
would not be captured without bloodshed. 
The citizens, however, were determined to 
capture them dead or alive, and the interest 
inthe hunt was not allowed to flag. Re- 
cruits joined the band of pursuers to take 
the place of those who fel! baek, weary 
und exhausted from their Jaborious 
and dangerous toil. The wild forest 
was searched from one end to the 
other; every hidine-place known to the 
scouts Who were guiding the party was ex- 
plored, and every fastness in the rocks thor- 
oughly searched. After nearly three weeks 
of an utavaliiug hunt the services of two In- 
cian scouts were called into requisition. 
They were pit on the trail July 29, with thir- 
ty bloodhounds, aud six experienced plains- 
men. Day and nightthe dogs reamed through 
the forest seckine thetrail of thetwo fuvi- 
fives, and eagerly followed by a crowd of men 
who were deterinined ta tind the murderers 
avd deal out stern justice tothem. But the 
search Continued to be fruitless, and finally 
the opinion became general that they had 
escuped from tbe woods and manayed to 
cross the river to Missouri or Illinois, the 
scene of their former exploits. 

Brutal and murderous as the Williams 
brothers were known to be, and despite the 
wide-spread sympathy ofthe people of the 
whole region with the friends and familv of 
ihe murdered men, there was some feeling 
for the desperadoes. One of them, Loo, had 
es the intention of reforming. He 
sad married an attractive young woman, 
who be.onged totbe church and had a strong 
influence over her husband. He had return- 
edfrom his horse-stealing expedition into 
Iliinoisto join her during thetrying ordeal 
by which she Was to become a mother, bu! 
(ficious friends of her family had pre- 
sented him from seeing her, and she 
died in childbirth. The man was natur- 
ally maddeaed and hardened in his doesper- 
utelife. A letter Written recentiv by Lonto 
the clergyman Who married him savs that 
his wife had a strong control over him, that 
be fully intended to reform and lead a reput- 
able life which would not cause her to biush 
for him, but he was driven to madness by 
not beidg allowed to see her even on 
her death-bed, and that notbing Was 
before him but to get even with those who 
had kept bim from herand se!l his life as 
dearly as possible. It is said that when 
the desperadoes were found by the Coleman 
brothers they were on their way to kill four 
well-known citizens, two of whom were 

hysicians Who attended Lon’s wife during 

er last sickness, andtwo others who were 
active in keeping the husband from her bed- 
side. 

On Monday, November 7, Sheriff Killian, 
of Hall count), Neb., ascertained that the 


Wm. Niefeldt, five miles southeast of Grand 
Island, Neb. * The following morning at 4 
o’clock the Sheriff and Constable Staal start- 
ed for Niefeldt’s, where they arrived one 
hour later. The brothers were lying on the 
floor, wrapped up in their blankets, and vhe 
Sheriff’s entrance did not excite their sus- 

icions. They soon got u and dressed, and 

on wentinto the kitchen and afterward to 
the barn, taking his rifle with him. Killian 
then approached to where Ed sat, holding a 
rifle in his band, and seized the weapon, 


A terrible struggle for the possession of 
the rifle ensued, and then Ed made a rush to- 
ward the blankets for the revolvers, out, 
Squire Schultz and Niefeldt coming to the 
Sheriff’s assistance, Ed was knocked down 
and made a prisoner. Lon heard his brother’s 
cries for help, and made desperate efforts to 
rescue him, but, being each time confronted 
with shot-gun and revolver, he finally made 
his escape. Arequisition Was obtained for 
Ed Williams, and under the guard of the 
Sheriff who captured, the Sheriff from Du- 
rand, Wis., and two brothers of the murdered 
men, he was taken back tothe scene of his 


crime.

Mr. Vanderbilt’s Decorations. 
Mrs. Hooper in the Philadelphia Telegraph. 


I took a journey the other day away to the 
other side of Paris, to that far-off quarter 
where Bouguereau and other great artists 
abide, to see the magnificent window in paint- 
ed glass whichis destined for the dining- 
room of Mr. William A. Vanderbilt’s new 
housein New York. This splendid work of 
art, Which is the largest one of the kind ever 
executed for asecular building., is due to the 
talent of M. Oudinot, whois said to be the 
first artist in the world in his peculiar line. 
The subject of the picture is the meeting of 
the two kings, Francis [. and Henry VIL.,on 
the Field of the Cloth of Gold. In the cen:er 
of the foreground the two young sovereigns, 
magnificent in dress and in appointments, 
each mounted on a superd and fiery s'eed, 
clasp hands, while at tbe right the Queen 
of France, surroundea bp her attendants, 
contemplates the greeting of the rival mon- 
arcbs. King Francis rides a snow-white 
charger with trappings of azure and gold, 
while Henry’s horseis adark bay. A guaily- 
clad jester holds two hounds in a leash in the 
immediate foreground to the right, while the 
rest of the picture is filled with the knights, 
nobles, spearsmen, etc., in attendance ono the 
two Kings. Inthe background rise the gor- 
geous tents erected to shelter the throng of 
royal and aristocratic personages. The col- 
oring of the work, which includes some for- 
tv or fifty figures, is very superb. Nothing 
can be imagined richerin effect than 1s the 
velvet carpet of the dais of the Queen, its 
glowing crimson and rich gold horder ex- 
tending so far over the field that it is fretted 
by the hoofs of Kimg Francis’ steed, and 
throws out to advantage the pure white of 
the animaland the glittering azure of the 
silken tassels that adorn his housings. This 
immense and gorgeous work will, if I under- 
stand rightly, fillin one end of Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s dining-room, whileat the sides of the 
room will be placed smaller windows, each 
painted by M. Oudinot, and representing 
armor, banners, panoplies, etc., each sur- 


mounted by the coat-of-arms of one 
of the nobles that took part 
in the splendid ceremonies of the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold. These escut- 


cheons are all of unquestionable authenticity, 
having been studied bvthe arti:t from the 
MSS. and contemporary records of the time, 
preserved inthe National Library. M. Oudi- 
not, who isa genial, eourteous, and most 
intelligent gentleman, founds on this elabor- 
ate work his hopes of transatlantic fame, ana 
has bent all the resources of his energies and 
his talent to the production of a masterpiece. 
Wheneverl go among the artists of Paris Il 
bear of some new and magnificent order 
given by that most magnificent of modern 
millionaires, Mr. Vanderbilt. All thatis of 
bighest merit in the world of modern art is 
secured by him, not only to add luster to his 
already famous home, but to enrch tne 
scantily plenished art treasuries of the New 
World with peerless and resplendent jewels. 
Baudrv has already sketched out the ceiling 
for his drawing-room, representing the Mar- 
riage of Cupid and Psyche, and some of the 
tinest antique tapestries that have of late 
come intothe market have bcen purchased 
to adoin bis library. 


Gratz Brown Abroad. 


London Letter to Buffalo Courier. 

One ofthe mostinterested persons at the 
opening of the royal stag hunting season at 
Windsor on the Ist of November was Mr.

He needs no guide beok to fiad 
the spot where, for example, Sir Walter 
Ralecizh was exceuted, the spot in o!d Paiace 
Yard in Westminster on which now stands 
the equestrian statue of Richard I., or where 
he was buriedin St. Margaret’s churchyard, 
which is now a kind of plewtire grouad. He 
has been to Bolt Court, where Jolinson lived, 
the Ben Jonson and Shakespeare taverns, and 
the Mitre tavern, where Goldsmith, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, Garrick, Burke and Jobn- 
son and others met of aneveniay. tle knows 
the exact spot at Blackfriars bridge where 
the theater stood in which Sdakespesre’s 
plays were first performed. Tle will point 
out to you at Whitehall the exact spot where 
Charles |. was beheaded; at ‘Ty>urn where 
political recreants lost their heads: 
at Smithfield where the martyrs 
were tied to the stake—in short, 
he knows more about London than any man 
I ever heard of. He likes the country so 
much, One judges from hearing him speak, 
that if he was not a married man and a politi- 
cian I verily believe he would take up his resi- 
dence in London benceforth. Of course he 
could bring his wife and fumily to England, 
but then he must needs leave behind his poiit- 
ical aspirations. Hleisas confident that he 
will be elected President before he dies as 
that President Arthur is now the occupant of 
the White House. He feels it in his bones, he 
says. There is no saying what the future has 
instore. Ten years ago who ever would have 
dreamed that Kutherford B. Ilayes or Chester 
A. Arthur would become President of the 
United States.

RUGBY COLONY. 


Why Thomas Hughes’ Tennessee Ex- 
periment Failed. 
A Writer in New York Times. 


I have no special desire to add to the mass 


of literature piled upon Tennessee Rugby. I 
only wish to enter an objection to any repre- 
sentation of the case which shail throw the 
responsibility upon the country or its capa- 
cities. The statement that ‘‘much of the 
land is good for nothing for agricultural pur- 
poses, being sandy,with great wastes of rock” 
is not correct. From a residence here of 
wapy yearsand a business which has led me 
into all parts of the section, I know positive- 
ly that there are no “great wastes of rock’’ 
within fifty miles of Rugby. Itis a moun- 
tuinous region, there are cliffs along che 
stream channels, but the general surface of 
the countryis gently undulating, covered 
with open forests furnishing abundant sum- 
mer pasturage for the cattle upon a thousand 
hills, and a square rod of bare rock is a rarity. 
Tbe soil is light, it is true, but the 
sub soil is a retentive clay, and as 
little is absolutely waste as in any county in 
New York. Haif the continent suffered from 
drouth the past season, but the rich valleys 
and biue-grass regions were worse burned 
than this. This whole Rugby business has 
been one of ponderous plans, pompous prom- 
ises and puerile performances. ‘**fhe Board 
of Aid to Land Ownership, limited,’ is a cor- 
poration formed for the purpose of making 
money by buying andsellingland. Its earlier 
bulletins toid of an estate of 400,000 acres, 
“bonded.?? Rugby was to stand at the gate- 
way to that estate and get the benetit of its 
business. The mineral and agricultural ca- 
pacities of the country were to be developed. 
The town was to be made an attractive place 
for people of wealth and culture to live in. 
It is beautiiul for situation, the climate is as 
nea: perfect as any on earth, andthe plan was 
praiseworthy and fully practicable, but failed 
inexecution. The areca xsctuaily purchased 
was less than 30,000 acres, and of this about 
2,000 acres were soid for more than the whole 
cost. Sofar it was a success. The place 
prospered, and was growing and promising 
until last April. ‘rhen the tactics were 
changed, and the magnetism, too, from at- 
traction to repulsion. The business was left 
witbout ahead, or worse, with half a dozen 
witbout brainsinthem. Intending settlers 
were passed about from one who did not 
know apything toanotner who couldn’t do 
apythipg and a third who wouldn’t, and 
driven away entirely by putting up the prices 
of property the moment there was the least 
disposition shown to buyit. The settlers 
were treated like convicts in a penitentiary, 
and visited with dire displeasure of the man- 
augers for any lack of obsequious servility, 
especially if they failed to buy pasteboard 
shoes and g'ucose sugar at the comunissary at 
higher prices than good goods cost else- 
Where. 

The material contributed from England was 
mostly not of a kind suitable for tue build- 
ing up of a thrifiy, orderly community. 
Will Wimbles sure enough! Unlicked 
cubs, bad bargains, incapables, _ fel- 
lows who would walk twenty miles on the 
hunt of a chance to get drunk on moogshine 
whisky—such were the majority, and” those 
wto had business and were attending to it, 
and who would bea credit to any commu- 
nity, were not enough to keep the rest in 
ord.r. ‘Lhe sicknessthat came was the di- 
reet result of their own drunkenness, glut- 
tony and nastiness. Such a thing was never 
known in this region before. It did not 
spread at all from the place of its origin. It 
bas nearly ¢xhausted itseif, and need never 
be known there again if the place is only kept 
clan. Of course, it caused a general scatter- 
iny of ad who eould get away, und the place 
is de dencugh now. For this result, Thomas 
Higtes—true gentleman that he is—is re- 
spourible only so faras he must answer for 
the acts of a semi-lunatic proxy. The town 
may vet be revived by an entire change of 
management and policy. Whetherit recov- 
ers or not, the failure ought not to be charged 
to the country, Which has resourses which 
ina few years will makeit one of the most 
prosperous parts of our whole broad land. 


Gould’s Charity. 
From a New York Letter. 

I rotice, by the way, that the widow of Col. 
l'isk writes toone of the papers to say that 
Gould has befriended her a good deal since 
her husband’s death. He has never, she says, 
‘*proved unmindful of the needs of tuose 
deserving his charity.” It is pretty weil 
knownthat when the affairs of Fisk were 
settled up there was found to bea discrepancy 
between the assets and liabilities. In other 
words, there was not enough money to go 
aroubnd. His widow expected to find herself 
safely provided for, but instead of that she 
found next to nothing. I have heard several 
times sinee that Gould has helped herin 
various ways. Her own _ testimony 
contirms the rumors. ‘The’ aid that 
Gould has viven her has been in the form 
of money. He has not, however, given itin 
charity, but because he believed it his duty to 
see that the widow of his former partner, to 
whom seme of hisown success was due, did 
not want for comforts. As to his general 
charity, the public knows very little about it, 
and is notinclined to credit its existence. 
And yet it might be said that Gould is just as 
open-banded in this way as the average rich 
man. Heisnot in the habit of throwing 
away money, of course, but neither*is any 
other millionaire. If his name does not often 
appear on subscription lists it does not follow 
that he gives nothing to the needy. The sub- 
ecription mode of giving is often an advertise- 
ment. Goula does not care much for adver- 
tising himself. Heprefersto remain in the 
background. Some pe sons say that he gives 
awey at least $20,000 a year. This maybe an 
exagyveration, but, at all events, he probably 
gives away a8 much as some who get more 
credit.

Then the 
fact is telegraphed that he hasn’t made up 
bis mindto go. We are assured that he is 
embarrassed by nis business engagements,etc., 
ete. Itis unfortunate for GUITEAU that he 
did not secure the eloquent and persistent 
TRUDE. We believe thoroughly that he 
eould take a few Chicago witnesses to Wash- 
ington and prove that GUITEAU Was keeping 
a saloon at the Cape of Good Hope on the 
day that President GARFIELD was shot. It 
is due Mr. TRUDE to say that he has never 
been disbarred.

WE are not surprised to learn that SCOVILLE, 
the defender of GUITEAU, touched the sympa- 
thies of the crowd in attendance at the trial 
yesterday. Nomanever had a more thank- 
less task or one likely to bring less credit. It 
was his misfertune to be the brother-in-law 
of the assassin and a sister’s pleading forthe 
life of a brother induced him to become the 
defender of the most heartless murderer of our 
times. He loved his wife, the mother of his 
children, and he sacrificed himself for her. 
Unable to procure adequate assistance, he 
has taken upon himself the burden of the dle- 
fense, and whether he succeeds or fails he ia 
certain to suffer a vast amount of opprobri- 
um. He doubtless believes sincerely that 
GUITEAU is an insane and irresponsible man. 
He perhaps knows more of the erratic and 
wayward life of the wretch than he will be 
able to provein court. It must be said that 
so far he has borne bimself with rare good 
sense, and, in the face of a prejudice almost 
unequaled in the records of criminal juris- 
prudence, he has managed his case with rare 
discretion and skill. 


IN the GUITEAU trial yesterday the prisoner 
repeatedly interrupted his counsel, calling 
him a liar, objected to his theories of insani- 
ty and behaved ina generally reckless and 
passionate manner. It is the theory of the 
prosecution that SCOVILLE understands all 
the mental peculiarities of the assassin and 
that he piays upon him as though he werea 
recorder, to bring out a!l the fellow’s eccen- 
tricities. During SCOVILLE’s recital yester- 
day of the prisoner’s life, he dwelt upon his 
thriftlessness, his insane projects and bis in- 
ability to tell the truth. GwumITEAU fretted ut 
the imputation of a lack of brain power, and 
exclaimed, ‘*Not true, and can’t be shown; I 
always tell the truth:’? and again he broke 
in: “I have brains enough, but my mind was 
devoted to theology; that’s why I ran behind. 
There’s no money in the theology business. 
I’m out of that now.” It is evident that 
GUITEAU is not familiar with the statistics 
when he says thatthere is no money in the 
theology business. He simply didn’t know 
how to conduct it. There was probably no 
money in it for him, but 1t would do him 
200d, no doubt, to look over Mr. BEECIIER’s 
returns. 


THE gay city of Boston is situate in the 
neighborhood of the Cochituate. For some 
time the water drawn from that source has 
been accused of impurity. The Bostonese 
alleged that it had a cucumber taste. Several 
experts have examined it to discover the na- 
ture of the nuisance, but it has remained for 
Prof. REMSEN, of Baltimore, toexplain the 
cucumber flavor. He savs that it is caused 
by the decomposition of a fresh-water sponge 
called spongilla flaviatilis auct, that grows in 
large quantities in farm-ponds. The impor- 
tance of this discovery, not only to Boston but 
to all other cities having a similar system of 
water supply, is very great. As all natural 
or artificial reservoirs are liable to contam- 
ination from this cause, the attention of 
scientists will now be directed to a close 
study of the sponge, its habits, and 
the conditions favorable to its appear- 
ance and growth, in order that if possible 
means of prevention and removal may be de- 
vised. Prof. REMSEN says that, like al! 
sporges, the spongilla propagates by eggs 
dcposited in the water, probably near the 
surface. The eggs, after floating, attach 
themseives to some hard substance. The 
anima] in its simple state is a hollow cylinder, 
the upper opening or mouth emitting the 
water Which has entered through the pores 
As a ruJe many such 
individuals live together, forming a family or 
city, with ample lands from which every in- 
dividual draws its supply. The protoplasmic 
matter which surrounds the colony andi the 
jndividua] decays easily and emits the odor 
which is supposed to resemble cucumbers. 
There is no ground for the belief that the 
spongilla is injurious to health any more thav 
any other simple protoplasm. It is said to 
mix well with whiskey. 


THE rare old New England custom of re- 
turning thanks to the Giver of all good for 
the blessings distributed during the fiscal 
year, will be observed with the usual gusto 
to-morrow. The American people have few 
holidays, and they make it a point to fondly 
embrace all that are presented to them. 
When the Puritans conceived the idea of a 
Thanksgiving Day, they had buta small su- 
perficial area to look after. If their crops were 
good they could make acknowledgments in 
such terms as seemed best tothem. The 
difficulty now with our National Thanksgiv- 
ing is that the pumpkin crop may bea grand 
success in New England, while the corn crop 
may be a complete failure in some other sec- 
tions. The magnitude of the country is, 
therefore, in gome respects embarrassing; 
but laying aside all selfish and pecuniary con- 
siderations, there ought to be one day in the 
Year for everybody to return thanks for be- 
ing alive. Thanksgiving Day, ontside of 
strictly religious circles, has settled down 
to an enormous dinner and a day of gen- 
eral loafing. The sacrificial turkey,’ hav- 
ing nothing to be thankful for, is not to be 
taken into account. But whatever the spirit 
may be with which we partake of our feast 
to-morrow we, of this land have much to 
congratulate ourselves on. Our harvests

Proceedings in the Johnson Damage 


Suit To-Day. 


The taking of depositions for plaintiff in the 
damage case of ex-Gov. Chas. P.. Johnson 
against the Police Board, Chief of Police hen- 
nett and F. J. Bowman was begun to-dayin 
the office of Mr. Johnson. The hour set was 
10 o’clock, but work did not begin until about 
ll. There were present in the office 
Cc. FP. Jobnson, John D. Johnson, 
City Counselor Bell, Chief Kennett, Attorney 
Nolan, ex-Goy. Tucs.C. Reynolds, several wit- 
nesses and a raft of newspaper men. The depo- 
sitions were taken before Notary Morrison Ren- 
shaw. Mr. John D. Johnson conducted the 
proceedings for the plaintiff, ex-Gov, Reynolds 
jorChief Kennett and Mr. Bell for the board. 
The depositions were taken down in short- 
hand. 

Ferd. B. Kennett, Chief of Police, first de- 
posed. Ile bad been appointed June 8, 1881. 
Was acquainted with other defendants, includ- 
ing Bowman; was present at the meetingof the 
Police Board held Novembers. There were pres- 
entMayor Ewing and Messrs. Muxon, Simmons 
an’ Kintead of the board. Frank J. Bowman 
appeared as attorney there under employ of 
witness. kmployed him that day. Wentto 
Bowman’s office, not primarily to employ him, 
put to see about matters of evidence Witness 
had reason to believe were in Bowman’s pos- 
session. The evidence related to the Wakefield 


Opera- house casein ’72 or ’73. Witness was in 
court room during that trial. Nobody told him 
about them Bowman had the _ evidence. 
Witness did not see the papers 
Bowman said he had them. Did not confer 
with any Police Commissioner relative to em- 
ploying Bowman. Did not talk to any mem- 
ber ot the board or anybody in reference to it. 
Employed Bowman at 1 o’clock that day— 
November s. Reported that he had been em- 
ployed only inthis way: he had told the clerk 
that Bowman would appear forhim. Asked 
the board to allow Bowman to ap- 
pear as witness’ aitorney, because 
he consicered the interview in 
the Globe-Democrat of November5 as an in 
direct attack upon him, and as he was a crea- 
ture of the board he desired to present all the 
facts he possibly could. ‘*What portion of 
that interview did you construe as a reflec. 
tion upon your character?’ '’ Mr. Johnson asked. 

‘‘That portion otf i',’’ witness continued, 
‘‘u hich said the police were inefticient and the 
law poorly administered. Witness’ name was 
netinentioned. He was referred to only ina 
his official capacity of Chief of Police. 

Mr. Johnson: Wasittnhat portion of the in 
terview which referred to you as an oflicer of 
the beard baving your hands tied’? 

Mr. Reynold objected. He wanted the Glohe- 
Democrat of November 5 inrroduced. The 
notary ruled that the paper should be present- 
ed, andacopy wassentfor. Whenit was obh- 
tained witness was asked to identify the inter- 
view. 

Vi itness said that was the interview he spoke 


of. 

Mr. Johnson: Is that the part you refer to, 
beginning with tbe question, ‘‘How about 
Kennett? is it his fault’’’ and answered by ex- 
Gov. Johnson to the effect that the Chief had 
his hands tied ana@ could do nothing, but 
should resign as he valued his future reputa- 
tion. 

Chief Kennett: Only apart of it. Mr. Ken- 
nettthen read the portion of the interview 
which he took exceptions ta, as tollows: 

‘**To what do you attribut it?’ the reporter 
asked. 

‘**To the incapacity or willful neglect of the 
Police Department. It is very casy to pat it 
down—crush itout. The cxercise of the least 
amount of feariess executive ability would 
close every housein forty-eight hours. Give 
Larry Harrigan or Stiles aswing at them for 
thirty-six-hours and they would all have to go 
to some respectable empioyment or seek other 
fiejds for operation. And what an outrage itis 
to ullow these fellows to publicly set the law at 
detiance.’’’ 

Mr. Johnson: Are those two extracts the 
poition of that interview that you construe 
into a reflection upon yoursel!? 

An objection was madetothis question by 
ex Gov. Reynolds, who insisted that the only 
rule wasto go through the interview, and ask 
witness to peint out the portions he took ex- 
ception to. 

The question was changed so as to read: 
State the portions of that interview which you 
object to? 

¥. J. Bowman here made his appearance. 

Witness read the interview carefully and 
said there were ether portions be- 
sides the two already pointed out. 
Witness read an extract beginning: ‘‘Are 
gemblers making much money §gnowadays?’’ 
to which Mr. Johnson replied that they were 
making money, and xadded that a prominent 
gambler had told him (Mr. Johnson) he was 
willing to pay a large suin forimmunity. Also 
that portion which said ‘‘Doc’’ Seers was the 
only witness against the gamblers who had 
been running openly for five montbs and Doc 
Seeis had veen discharged from the force, 
which argued either imbecility or rascality 
on the part of somebody. Again witness 
objected to Mr. Joanson’s reply to a question 
as to what he would do if be were at the head 
of the Police Department, to which the reply 
was made that he would arrest every gambier, 
have a corps of competent detectives, and oth- 
erwise see that the law wasenforced. Also, 
the portion in wbich Mr. Johnson said he had 
faith in a future when thievery would receive 
no distinction or favor for political or money- 
ed reasons. 

Mr. Johnson: When was it you first learned 
the board intendedto summon Mr. Johnson 
before them?

Objection by counsel for Bowman and Ken- 
nett on the ground that witness’ intentions 
had notking to do with the case. His actions 

alone could be questioned. 

During the discussion on this point Mr. John 
D. Johnson said he would like to know whom 
Bowman (who was absent for the moment) 
repiesented. 

Mr. Bell: He represents himself. He is ade- 
fendant. 

Mr. Johnson: He has assered that he repre- 
sents himself and several other parties. 
want to know his positioninthecase. Have 
you any associate counrel, Mr. Bell? 

Mr. Bell: No, sir; I represent the Police 
Board. 

Mr. Johnson: And you, Gov. Reynolds? 

vr. Reynolds: I have no associate. 

The notary ruled that witness should answer 
Mr. Jobnson’s question regarding what wit- 
ness intended tO prove by the Bowman pa- 
pers. 

Witness: That is a difficult question. I 
wanted to show, if Mr. Johnson tried to assert 
any improper conduct on my part towards the 
gamblers, that he had beengrosgsly associated 
with those same people himself, and was not 
the right kind of a person to bring charges 
against me. 


Witness continued: Knew Morgan Boland. 


The affidavit signed by Morgan Bo 
land, and presented to the board 
on November 8, had been in 


witness’ possession. Gotitfrom some person 
uvknown. A messenger brought it to him, 
handed him an envelope in which there were 
thiee aflidaviits—one by Boland, one by Barney 
Tho1inan an: ene by @a Man named Biack. Ilad 
never huown Of these aflidavits until they were 
handed to him. Never knew before that Bo- 
land had made such an affidavit or that 
Mr. Johnson was guilty of the conduct 
charged therein. Gave them to Bowman 
about 2 o’clock in the afternoon of tbe 
dav the board met, November 8. Had told 
Mayor Ewirg and Commissioner Maxon about 
them. Wenttothe Mavor's oflicein obedience 
to a summons t1om the Muayor, who wanted to 
see me. Showed the Mayor Boland’s affidavit. 
Mayor said that the afliduvit was pretty strong. 
Mr. Maxon was there and reedthe affidavit, 
but suid nothing about it. Witness did not 
te)l the Mayor or Maxon whatuse he in 

tended to put the affidavit to. Told 
them afterwards how he got it—had received 
it trom a messenger. Mr. Maxon had no 
knowledge when he first read afliduvit that it 
was to be produced beforethe Jboard. Witness 
himself cid not knowit would be produced. 
The intention was to ask ceitain qnestions in 
relationto the affidavit. The ajiliduvit was 
produced before the board. 

Mr. Johnson: Wasitread? 

Ex-Gov. Reynolds objected. He wanted the 
Officiai record of the board’s proceedings. 

Bowman said it had not been read. He had 
read only portions of the affidavit. 

Witness,b¢« ing told to answer, said he had no 
recollection of its having been put to a vote. 

Continuing, witness saidthe shorthand re- 
porte: took possession of tbe aflidavit atter 
the board adjourned. Did not know wo now 
had possession of it or of the Black affidavit,or 
of the Thorman affidavit. 

Mr. Johnson: Your object in producing 
this affidavit wasthe same as your objece in 
trying to obtain possession of the papers in 
the Wakefield case? 

Objection by counsel for defense. 

Here there was aslight brush between Mr. J. 
DD. Johnson andthe ex-disbarred attorney, 
who tried to interrupt a statement of the 
former, when he wasintormed that he wouid 
have to sbut up while Mr. Johnson was talking 
or 20 Outside if he wanted totalk. Mr. John- 
eon told Lowman emphatically that he did not 
want to be interrupted again, and the ex-dis- 
barred attorney calmed down immediately. 

The notary told the witness to answer, and 
the answer was: 

‘“Theonly object 1 hadin presenting that paper 
to wy counsel wasfor him to consider it and 
to put it to anv use he deemed proper.’’ 

Mr. Johnson insisted that this was not a 
proper answer. He wanted to know of wit- 
nessif his object in providing this aftidavit 
was notthesame as his opject in trying to 
obtain the Waketie)ld papers.

Witness: Inthis: I did not know whatthe 
Wakefield papers contained, and I did know 
the contents of this aflidavit.

Objection by Bowman. 
that witness might answer. 

Witness answered: No, Sir. He had placed 
the casein the bands of his attorney, and 
would not presume to dictate to him as to what 
he shou)d do in the matter. 

Witness continued: Had never had any con- 
versation witn Mr. Boland regardiog agfii- 
davit. Recognized signature as Boland’s. 
Affidavits were in sealed envelope Threw 
envelcpe into waste-basket in his office. It 
might be there vet; would try to find and 
produceit. He would also produce the affi- 
davits. 

Chief Kennett promised to produce the affi- 
davits atthe ex disbarred attornev’s office ut 
2 o’clock to day, and the taking of depositions 
adjourned until 2 o’clock Friday atvernoon. 
If the Boland case goes on Friday morning the 
depositious will not be resumed until 2 p.m. 
Monday. 

Before adjournment Mr. J. D. Johnson said: 
Mr. Bowman, we want to make up the issuer 
of this case, and I would like to snow whom 
you represent here besides yourself? 

Ex-Gov. Reynolds, in an undertone, as if he 
were half ashamed to make the statement: 
Hle represents Chief Kennett. 

Bowman: Yes. I amacodefendant, and be- 
sides represent Mr. Kennett, and have Gov 
Beynolas with me as associate counsel for 
Mr. Kennett.

hirty-five miles from the nearest land, and 
that land the most remote and desolate prom- 
ontory in England, with only a single house 
upon it—only 940 people upon the largest is- 
Jand, and fewer still on the four others which 
happen to be inhabited at all—quarters at an 
inn Built amid the ruins of an old Elizabethan 
foctress—no railways, no trams, no hack-car- 
riages, no crowds, no bustle or noise of any 
kind—and but one solitary link te -the outer 
worid, in the shape of the tiny steamer which 
does or does not sail twice a week for Pen- 
zance, according tothe caprice of tbe Atlan- 
tic gules, and whose departure aad arrival 
are the two great events of our little colony. 

The time for seeing this strange little nook 
at its best is at sunrise after a nignt of storm, 
of which there is always a plenty here at this 
season. Standng upon the grass-gTouwn 
rampert over which, three centuries ago,

bard-faced English gunners looked watch- . 


fully, day after day, for the coming sails of 
the Spunish Armada, you. see right below 
you the narrow isthmus of flat white sand, to 
which the little gray houses of Hugh Town 
cling hke sheil-fish. To right and left the 
deep narrow bays, which have hacked their 
way so fiercely into. the land from opposite 
sides as almost to cut St. Mary’s Islein two, 
lie outspread beneath the growing 
light, still heaving from their last 
night’s fury, and with their dark waters 
flecked every here and there with those omin- 
ous streaks of foam expressively called by 
northern fishermen “‘the white horses of the 
wind.” Just opposite you, onthe other side 
of Porcrasa Bay, rises the great dark ridge of 
Buzza Hill, upon the crest of which the lonely 
gray tower of the old wind-mill looms out 
against the brightening sky like a war-worn 
sentinel, and out at its furthest extremity 
the huge moss-grown boulders of Penianis 
Head, starting up out of a smooth slope of 
sunny green turf, pile themselves up into a 
castle ft forthe giants of the elder world. 
From the open sea beyond, girdled by a white 
ring of gnashing breakers, tower the black, 
jagged rocks of St. Agnes, crowned with a 
tail, white light-bouse, and mid-way across the 
channel, between itand St. Mary’s, grin the 
pointed fangs of the treacherous Gilstone, 
upon which one of England’s greatest ad- 
mirals and six of her finest men-of-war per- 
ished on the fatal 22d of October, 1707. To 
the left, again, you see onthe other side of 
the sand-isthmus the gaunt outline of Carn 
Thomas, a bold, pyramidal heap of broken 


rocks, nearly eighty feet high, and beyond it 


the long, gray ridge of Newford Downs, mid- 
way along which rise the crumblingruins of 
**Harry’s walis,’? asthe sturdy Radicals of 
Scilly irreverently call the work of that truly 
great monarch, Henry VIII. Far in the back- 
ground, beyond a wide stretch of sparkling 
sea, appear the broad, white sands of Tresco 
and the low, purple hills of St. Martin’s. 
The first thing that strikes every new- 
comer is the deep, dreamy, restful stillness 
which seems to shut in this quaint littie nook 
like a sanctuary. In other islands even 
further from the maialand, such as Jersey 
Guernsey, and the Isle of Man, you still find 
the clank and rattle of railway trains or the 
ingling roll of tram cars, the tramp of horse- 
oofs, the shouts of men, the shrill outcries 
of children, the rumbling and creaking of 
Jaden wagons and all the stir of busy lite. 
Here it is far otherwise. Even in the 
“town,” as this tiny hamlet of one street is 
courteously styled, you seldom meet any in- 
habitant save a few tanned fishermen loung- 
ing beside the boats that lie drawn up at the 


corner of the main thoroughfare. But 
when you = away fairly into the 
hills, the stillness becomes overwhelm- 


ing, recalltng Sir Boyle Roche’s famous saying 
that ‘‘noth'nz was to be heard but silenoc>.” 
You may scramble for hours over these long 
ridges of dark heath or gray, crumbling 
granite without hearing a sound that can re- 
mind you of man’s presence, except the bleat 
of a solitary sheep from some sheltered hol- 
low. Lying at your ease upon some tiny 
patch of warm, soft turf, pasted like a stamp 
on the sea-worn front of the huge grev preci- 
pice, with the broad sunlit sea ontspread far 
below, and the great white clouds: floating 
lazily upon the rich blue sky over- 
head, you drink in the fuliness of a repose 
which makes the busy outer world, with all 
its cares and struggles and passions, appear 
like a troubled dream. But even amid this 
universal hush there is one sound that never 
fails. Morning, noon and night you hear 
through the still air the moan of the unrest- 
ing sea. With the first gleaus of sunshine 
that calls you to your early walk, the distant 
roll fills your ears, and you awake at midnight 
to hear through the darkness, blending itself 
weird!y with your dreams of storm and wreck, 


the eternal cadence of that deep, melanchoiy 


monotone. 

The first duty of every orthodox tourist is, 
of course, to take a boat across to the famous 
*“‘Abbey Garden,” at Tresco, which is s» fully 
recognized as the pwss sight of the Scilly 
group that, as the boatmen of St. Mary’s as- 
sure me, their summer trade would be worth 
absolutely nothing were the owner of the 
garden to close it tothe public. The voyage 
across from Huh Town takes about twenty- 
five minutes in tine weather, and may be pro- 
longed to the adjacent isie of Bryner, at a 
charge of 10s. 6d. ($2 60), but in the event of 
a contrary wind the return voyage often oc- 
eupies nearly two hours, and requires the 
services of an extra hand, at an additional! 
cost of 3s.6d. (85 cents), all of which facts 
may be summarized as follows for any one 
who cares to remember them: 


‘*Tresco Island is my name, 

My friends all call me ‘Co;’ 

I’m rather difficult to reach 
When stormy winds do blow. 

I once was bare as bare could be, 
But now! gardens grow; 

And if vou want to visit me 
Just ten-and-six you’ll owe.’’ 


The garden is indeed well worth the 
money, and sw evidently thinks the stalwart, 
broad-chested, jovial-looking head gardener, 
who opens the gate in answer to the clang of 
the huge bell hung overit. ‘‘Biess you, sir,” 
said he, ‘it ain’t the trouble of showing the 
place I mind, though many’s the time I’ve 
had to take fifty people through it in one day, 
and it’s rather ajob sayin’ the same thing 
over and over aliday long. Butwhen you 
fallin with anybody that knows about the 
plants, and likes lookin’ at ’em, why, it’s 
a real _ pleasure, it 18} what I 
can’t bear is when parties ain’t 
Mterested a bit,and don’t seem to know what 
they’re seeing. Now, it ain’t often you see a 
garden like this in a place where there wasn’t 
a leaf growing notso long ago, and I’m not 
blowin’ my own trumpet in sayin’ so neither, 
for I’ve only been here five or six years, and 
it’s more like fifty since Mr. Smith (nor the 
-present gen’lman, but the old ’un) started to 
plant and lay out this place, and spent a mint 
‘of money onit, too.’’ Then he proceeds to 

int out in detail the various beanties of 

is beloved trees, among which I recog- 
nize, as in a kina of vegetabie con- 
gress, old friends from every part of the 


earth. The graceful fan-palm of Braz'l, 
filtering the bright October sunshine 
throug the lattice of its long, 


slender leaves; the towering gum tree of 
Australia, with 1ts hatf-shed bark hanging in 
broad sheets around it: the tapering bam!oo 
of Southern Asia, smooth, jointed, and flex. 
ible as a fishing-pole; the tall, slender grass 
of the South American pampas, crowned wi'n 
a white plume worthy to have waved in the 
helmet of Henry of Navarre; the somber 
iron-wood, and the close-leaved casuarina: 
the vast banner-like leaves of the oanana, 
drooping voluptuously on the warm, soft 
air; the spiky cactus, the ce eee aloe, 
d tig of South 
Africa, with ite thick, fleshy, sickle-shaped 
leaf and tobacco-colored pulp, and the stiff, 
angular-arducaria, thrusting out on every 
side the saw-toothed pegs (seemingly just 
meade to hang hats on) which serve it instead 
branches.

But there is no time now to linger in 
the picturesque little hamlet, for there 
is still much to be seen, and the number 
of ‘‘white caps” that fleck the darkening sea 
outside the sheltering rocks of Appletree 
Point warn us that we shall have enough to 
do to get home with dry jackets. Ten min- 
utes’ hard tramping over the steep heathery 
ridges to inspect the lonely tower by the 
water’s edge, still in perfect preservation, 
known as Oliver Cromwell’s Castle—a passing 
peep at Hangman’s Isle, where local tradi- 
tion reports old Noll to have strung up a min 
for some inscrutable reason of his own—a 
hasty pull across the strait to Bryher Ile, to 
scramble up Watch Hill and get a bird’s-eve 
view of the whole Scilly archipelago from the 
top, and then our boat’s head is turned 
homeward. 

‘*Best clap on your water-proof, sir,’ says 
the eldest of my four boatmen, a white- 
haired veteran witha bright wintry bloom 
on his keen, shrewd-looking face, *‘for you’ ll 
need it before we git across, by the look o’ 
things out yonder.

Solong as 
we are in the sheltered strait between Bry- 
her and Tresco we get on swimmingly.

There is 
nothing for it but to run northward 
under the lee of Neuford Downs and giving

TOM CORWIN’S DEATH. 


Not Standing on His Feet When the 
Fatal Stroke Came. 
From the Indianapolis Times. 


The recent publication by a Cincinnati 
house of a life of Tom Corwin has given an 
impetus to personal reminiscences of that 
very remarkable and eloqu ent man. Among 
others **Private’’ Daizell, of Ohio, writes a 
lengthy letter. giving the substance of a con- 
versation between Gen. Garfield and himself, 
heldin 1877, in which Gen. Garfield is made 
toexpress himseJf quite fully and freely 
about Corwin. Astothe general accuracy 
of Mr. Dalzell’s statements we know nothing, 
but there is one statement imputed to Gen. 
Garfield which we can correct from personal 
knowledge. Itis notavery essential point, 
but it may be worth correcting. Mr. Dalzeil| 
makes Gen. Garfield relate several anecdotes 
about Corwin, closing with an accountofa 
funny eampaign adventure: 

“While Tom Corwin was telling that very 
story,” said Gen. Garfield, ey just ashe 
was reaching the climax, and was on his 
feet vociferating that comical speech about 
the shirt, his head drooped a little, his coun- 
tenance turned ashy, and be started to fall, 
butI caught him in my arms, and so Tom 
Corwin died!” 


nor vociferting, when bis death stroke came. 
The writer happened to be present on that 
occasion. On the night of December 10 or 11, 
1865, there was a social party of Ohio men, in 
Washington, atthe house of Mr. Wetmore, 
State Agent of Ohie. There were probably 
forty or fifty gentlemen present, including 
the Ohio members of Congress. and others. 
Mr. Corwin was one of the most conspicuous 
persons there. Owing to his age and supera- 
bundant flesh, he satin alargechair most 
of the eveing, and was constantly surround- 
ed by a circle of gentlemen, engaged in con- 
versation, or listening to his brilliant flow of 
talk. It had been remarked that Mr. Corwin 
seemed to be feeling unusually well. When 
refreshments were served he ate heartily 
still remaining seated. Some time after sup- 
er, aS he sat thus in the large chair convers- 
ng with those around him, he suddenly 
ceased talking, turned pale, his head fei] on 
his breast, and the drooping position of his 
body showed that something serious had hap- 

ened. At the time he was Sitting, as he 
11d been for some time before, and his con- 
versation, though cheerful, had been rather 
quiet. Certainly there was no ‘‘vociferation.”’ 
Immediately it became apparent that some- 
‘thing very serious had 
it was determined to 
Corwin in bed and send for a physician. Ue 
was large, and it took several persons to ecar- 
ry him toa front room, the writer;being one 
ofthe number. He was placed on a bed 
speechless and unconscious, and never rose 
fromit. Under good medical attendance he 
rallied a little during the next few davs, but 
sank agsin and died on the 18th of Decem- 
ber. The writer saw him every day till bis 
death, and from the time of his attack till his 
death he was entirely helpless and only par- 
tially conscious. The error in Mr. Daizeli’s 
Statement attributed to Gen. Garfieldis in 
sayingthat Mr. Corwin was on his feet and 
vociferating a comical speech when his death 
stroke came. He was sitting and talking 
quietly, though we do not remember what he 
was saying.

Too Much Married.

Yesterday afternoon Detectives Simmons 
and Koehler arrested at Brown’s Mills, South 
Chicago, one E. A. Davis for bigamy. Davis 
is a Welshman, about 40 years old, and the 
story of his duplicityistold by Mr. E. D. 
Evans, cashier of the First National Bank of 
Oskosh, Wis., who has interested himseif in 
the case and bas followed Davis until he ac- 
complished the arrest. His acquaintance 
with him began last April, when Davis went 
to Oshkosh penniless and seeking work. There 
are many Welsh people in Osokosh, some of 
whom Davis had knownin Wales. He told 
them he had left his native city, Flint, in 
Wales, two years before, and had for a year 
been working at Cumberland Mills, Me. He 
had left his wife and seven ¢hildren in the oid 
country. After he had been in Oshkosh a 
short time he suceeeded in raising amonz his 
friends there $234 with which to bring his 
family over. This money waa not given to 
him, although he made an effort to get it, 
saying that be wanted to go to Racine, 
where tickets were cheaper, and 
buy them. His friends thought 
differently, however, and purchased the tick- 
ets and sentthemto his wife. The family 
reached Oshkosh last June. It was then 
learned that Mrs. Davis had not before heard 
from her husband since he left her. Davis 
soon grew tired of Oshkosh after this wife 
came, and, leaving his family perfectly des- 
titute, be started out, as he said, to tind 
werk. He wentto Fond du Lac, Menasha 
and Milwaukee, staving a short time in each 
Diace, and finally found work in Bay View, 
where his wife supposed him to be until No- 
vember 12, when she received a letter from 
him written in Chicago. The letter was ad- 
dressed to his ‘‘dear family,’’ and stated that 
his ‘rope was wound to the end.’’ He then 
confessed the fact that he had married anoth- 
er wife, whom he had left in Maine, and who 
bad found him out in Bay View. He said he 
could not live with both of them, butif she 
would keep the thing secret he would send 
her money occasionally. This letter Mrs. 
Davis gave to Evans, who immediately set 
about finding Davis. He learned that on No- 
vember 8 a woman came to the Post-office in 
re to get some trace of her husband,
